TRADE BETWEEN AUSTRALIA AND ; 
THE EAST. 447. 
ACTION BY HOUTH AUSTRALIA. 

The Hun. J. L. Parsons, who-is visiting 
China and Japan as honorary commiasionor 
for the South Australian Government with 
the yiew of reporting upon’ possible 
openings between South Austtalia and 
Japan, hae beon interviewed by a reporter 
of the Sydney Morning Herald. 

‘What! (the reporter asked) ‘first drew 
the attention of the South Australian 
Government to the matter of trade with 
Japan and Ohinn?’ a ; 
‘Well’. (Mr Parsons. replied), * having 
visited the Far East I was convinced that, 
especially in wool, Japan intended to com- 
pete with European manufacturers, and I 
placed myself in communication with the 
Paatoraliste’ Association of Suuth Australia 
and the West Darling, and they commis- 
sioned me to give them a full detailed re- 
port upon the oxact conditions and pros 
pects of tho woollen industry both in China 
and Japan. I then had aon interview with 
tho Elon. C, C. Kivgston, Promier of South 
Australid, aod infurmed hia it was_my in- 
tention to visit tho Haat, andthe Govern. 
mont gavo me aps-ial commisr.ona to Japan, 
China. and tho Philippine Ialands to inquire 
intd the conditions of trade aud commerco 
there, with a view to the oxtension of 
business between thoss countrios and South 
Australia, because this is purely a South 
Australian affair, Then the- Government, 
in order to call public attention to the 
matter, made it known by advortisoments 
that they wore prepared to pay all shipping 
freights and ‘tharges on trial shipmonts of 
South Australian ataptes, the products of 
tho colony. In response a numb.r of the 
leading producers, manofactnrors, and 
tnerchants replied, am] thoy have entrusted } 
me with trial shipments’ * 

“Of what do the samp'es moslly consiat ? 

‘Thave wines, brandy, cured meata, 
cavued fruits, jim, flour, olive and eu- 
calyptus oil, biscuits, soap, tallow, honey, 
baccn, and butter. Samples of wool are to 
follow. I have rathor a largo order on 
hand, I can toll you, as altogether I havo 
about 120 tons. These goods arrived in 
Sydney from Adelai le by tho 8.8, Flinders, 
aud aro now on beard thess. Menmuir, 
which leaves on Tuesdty for Hongkong 
and Japan,’ 

‘In what way is 
ing you? 

*T havo the commissions from them I 
mentioned—they are honorary commis- 
sions—and [ have also lotters from the 
Conaats of tho United States, Franco, 
Portugal, Italy, and Holland, so that I 
shall undonbtodly be able to obtain access 
to commercial and ofticfal circles in tho na- 
tions I am visiting.’ . 

© What ia your opinion as to the prospects 
of trade with the Eust ? 

© Well, the Japanese, it is woll known, 
intend to carrz out tho maunfacture of 
wool with Gro samo onergy that they have 
tbat of cotton, There are 10,000,000 of 
yen—equal to datlars—invested in cotton 
mills in Japan, aud the Japaneso are able 
to produce cotton fabrics cheaper (han 

sinbdiy, whilst Bombay can produco them 
Cheaper than Lancashiri Therefore, a 
good market ought to bd obtainable for 
South Australian. wool, \Tho Japanese® 
must ptrchase all the wool they requiro for 
mapufacturing purpusor. Shoep ara nut 
only not indigenona to tho country, bub a 
| sheep-farming experiment taat“vits curried 
out not far from Tokio, the capitol, al- 
though at first promising to be succens- 
fal, ended in complete fuilure, us the sheep 
gradually died. The native kaya grass and 
atunted bamboo, which is commou in the 
open and pastorul lands, are fatal to shovp.’ 

‘ What about the other samples you have 
with youl’

The weakness of the Government at Po- 
kiog is having a curious and altogether uo- 
expeated result in the continual growth of 
Shanghai, which, in many respects, is be- 
coming the contre vf attraction of the Empire 
and ia tending to ba ita capital, in arts, ma- 
nufactures, and luxurions ense, When, at 
the beginning of the war with Japan, a 
surnber of ofllcials of the higher ranks, smel- 
ling danger from afar, sent their families to 
enjoy foreign protection in and abaut the Set- 
tlements, the movement, even by those an- 
gaged in it, was suppuscd to be merely tem- 
porary, and all looked forward to ao early 
exodus as soon as peace was declared. 
There has been peace now for nearly half 
a year, but the tendency haa distinctly in- 
creased instead of diminished, and private 
residences for natives of high official rank or 
oonnectiona are incredsing rapidly, while 
soutioually more muney is being apent on 
their iodiyidual erection and decoration, 
whether they take the old style of the Chin- 
ese house, puro end simple, with its un- 
pierced outer walls and internal courts, or 
the modified atyle which has lately been 
‘ coming into fashion, where external windows 
ara a3 marked an institution almvat as in 
the dwellings of Europeans themeelves 
There are, of oourse, many reasons for all 

his. The gloomy social life of the Chinese 

as always been found burdonsome by o 
Jarge scotion of the community. Jt wae not 
national but was distinctly imported, aad 
owed its later development to the example of 
Mohommedanism, ‘I'here has been a school 
amongst the. Chinese who held that it was 
not neeessars, and was not imposed by their 
elassioal su‘horities, The suparstitious of 
the natives havo alwaya had o belief in 
Fengshui again, but there always has beca a 
powerful factor in the population who wero 
ready to resent every undua sacendency of 
the superstition, Now it so happened that 
in the obscure early growth of the Settle- 
nents neither of these things were thought 
of. I¢ was a veritable cavo of Adullam, 
tond-herein took shelter refagees from rebuls 
and from Imperialists alike, all too gind to 
gotachelter for their heads to make many 
inquiries as to its sduptability of Fengshut 
or other ends, So, fortuoately, from the 
very beginning the Settlementa eschewed 
these Chinese drawbacks which would bave 
effectually provented their growth, and 
etrangled them in the cradle, But of 
late years another element has come in. It 
was for long apparent that scouer or later’ 
tho favourable’ position of Shanghai vould 
be taken udvantage of to introduce manufao- 
tures by steam-power. Chinose mandarins, 
from selfish motives first, did their utmost 
to suppress tho rising desire, and finding 
that impracticablo determined to make 
manufactures 5 monopuly in their own | 
hands. Such were the Lines om which the 
first cotton mill was started, under the ans. 
pices of two of the most venal wandarios of 
the Empire—Li and Sheng, But exchange 
dropped nnd it beeama evident that the 
different processes connected with the maau- 
facture of cottva evuld be carried on at an 
enormous prefit—so great that beth Li and 
Sheng could oot presume the monupoly. 
Their Girst idea was-to levy blackmail, all 
aubsequent mills were to pay their quota to 
Li and Sheng, but foreigners and Japanese 
Pgot inixed up, and showed the absurdity of 
the idea, Meanwhile foreigners started silk 
filatures, and. this had taken root before Li 
and Sheng got their hand in, and after all 
this the Japaneso war broke out, aud the 
mandaring saw the game was up and that it 
was Necessary to yield, When the war 
finivhed this idea was still further streng- 
thened by the desire to keep the Japanese 
oul of @ practical movopoly, su, all of a 
sudden, the authorities, who had songht to 
check or monopolise manufactures, cume wo 
see tho advisability of encouraging them, 
and Shonghai offered the readivet and best- 
situated ‘site, So capital, bylh native and 
foreign, has been attracted, and this has 
reacted. on the ‘arts..of_luxury, and to the. 
native mind, Shanghai is rapidly heooming 
the Parisef their Earope. Meanwhile, under 
a temporary strain, Shanghai bas oot been 
able to keep abreast uf the movement. ‘The 
Suttementa have been rapidly growing in 
population beyond the means vf or linary ao- 
commodation; they have overflowed into ad- 
jacent districts, as ot Sinza, where means of 
ocmmuaication were to bo found, But the 
great part of the recently extended Settlement 
Hongkew hna been inacoessiblo fur want of 
roads, and the English Suttlement is practio- 
ally filled up.
